THE CURRENT INTEREST IN COOPERATIVE MARKETING, due to the 
activities of the new Federal Farm Board, and the flood of new books 
on the subject, makes it worth while to call attention to two guides of 
value to the librarian. ‘Cooperation in agriculture; a selected and 
annotated reading list’? was compiled by Chastina Gardner (then in 
the Bureau of Agricultural Economics, now on the staff of the Federal 
Farm Board) and printed in 1927 as Miscellaneous Circular No. 97 of 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture, a seventy-six page pamphlet. 
‘What to read on cooperation” by J. T. Hull, publicity director of the 
Manitoba Wheat Pool, appeared in the Co-operative Marketing Jour- 
nal for July, 1928.

NEW YORK STATE INVITES A PICTURE MAP, and one is now available 
for $2 from the R. R. Bowker Company, 62 West 45th Street, New 
York. Itis called a Map of the history of New York State and is done 
by Alexander C. Flick and Paul M. Paine in lively colors. 


CarL SANDBURG HAS WRITTEN AN APPRECIATION Of his brother-in- 
law, Steichen, the photographer, and Harcourt, Brace and Company 
have published it with about fifty full page reproductions of some of 
Steichen’s photographs. The book is a large quarto, beautifully made 
in every detail and priced at twenty-five dollars. The seventy pages of 
text are as interesting as the photographs are remarkable. 

In the foreword Sandburg says: “It is not at all a statement of the 
life, career and works of Edward Steichen. It is a little record and 
memoir of data, opinion and whim, as between friends.” And later: 
“Tt seems to be Steichen’s theory that the technic and the creative 
imagination of a man can work as surely in commercial art as in ‘art 
for art’s sake.’ He believes his Vanity Fair portraits of Charlie Chap- 
lin, of H. L. Mencken and of Evelyn Brent, as offhand instances, are 
as good as his best portraits in the non-commercial field. He sees as 
many aesthetic values in certain shoe photographs for Vogue as in 
photographs of roses and foxglove to which he gave the limit of his 
toil and creative pressure.’’ He sums the man up finally in a dedication 
which appeared in a book of verses: “To Col. Edward J. Steichen, 
painter of nocturnes and faces, camera engraver of glints and mo- 
ments, listener to blue evening winds and new yellow roses, dreamer 
and finder, rider of great mornings in gardens, valleys, battles.” 


EVERY YEAR, SINCE 1924, the American Library Association has 
furnished to the International Institute of Intellectual Cooperation of 
the League of Nations a list of 40 notable American books of the year 
just past. This list forms part of a World List of notable books whose 
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purpose is to acquaint nationals of each country with the intellectual 
progress of other countries of the world. Selection of titles is no small 
responsibility and the judgment of many reading people is needed to 
make the list representative. Credit is given yearly to the American 
Library Association for compilation of the American list and the 
A.L.A. derives no small amount of prestige from its association in the 
enterprise. The list should not be compiled by the headquarters staff 
or even by the headquarters staff plus a few faithful advisers. Every 
member of the Association should feel an interest in and a sense of 
responsibility for this list. We cannot write to every member and ask 
for suggestions but we hope that every member who reads these lines 
will send in at least one or two titles which he feels should not be 
missed on a list of forty American books first published in 1929. No 
children’s books are included.

FROAC SOME NEW BOOKS 


To THE EXPLORER IN TROPICAL AMERICA the balsa possesses an interest tinged 
with the spirit of adventure. . . . I welcomed this tree as a neighbor for the 
romance with which it is associated, but I soon found that it was notable not alone 
for the lightness of its wood. It has beautiful, stately, cream-colored blossoms 
six inches or more in height that stand upright near the extremity of limbs where 
they may be seen against the sky. Moreover, these great ivory cups, bound in 
bronzy sheaths, hold water and a thick liquid exudes from the flower itself. 
This, with the pistils, attracts insects and the whole furnishes both drink and food 
for certain birds and mammals. Hither came Oropéndolas, Tovi Paroquets, 
Woodpeckers, and an occasional Hummingbird. The former stand at the side of 
the cup and help themselves over its edge, but the Woodpeckers drill a hole near 
the top of the calyx and get their meal, as it were, on the side. Paroquets stand on 
the rim of the petals and Hummers hover above them as they dip within. 

One evening while we were at the supper-table, from which we can plainly 
see the balsa as well as be seen from it, a Capucin Monkey, as though drinking our 
health, took a blossom in both hands and held it to his lips. It seemed wholly 
natural to raise my glass in response.

NEXT AFTER DICKENS'S EYES, most observers seem to have been impressed by his 
clothes. Those were the days when fashion still permitted some rather gorgeous 
color combinations in masculine attire, but even so, Dickens’s glory was often a 
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source of wonder. When Miss Elizabeth Wormely saw him at a ball in Boston in 
1842, “He had brought with him two velvet waistcoats for full dress, one a vivid 
green, the other a brilliant crimson, these were further ornamented by a profusion 
of gold watch chain.” When Laura Hain Friswell met him, “his bright green 
waistcoat, vivid scarlet tie, and pale lavender trousers would have been noticed by 
any one, but the size of the nosegay in his buttonhole riveted my attention, for it 
was a regular flower garden.” And the artist Frith relates that, as late as 1859, 
Dickens came to the studio one day to have his portrait painted, “wearing a large 
sky-blue overcoat with bright red cuffs.”

WE LIKE TO THINK GOOD NATURE, tolerance, kindness are English qualities, and 
certainly they are necessary for humour, of which we have never had any lack. 
Shakespeare, who “takes up the meanest subjects with the same tenderness that 
we do an insect’s wing, and would not kill a fly,” does but head and crown the list 
of our humorists, men who have not lent their wits to an inquisition but have 
laughed out of the depths of their affections: ‘““Mortal men, mortal men!” cries 
Falstaff ; and then, long after, in the sunset close of Cymbeline, comes “Pardon’s 
the word for all.” It would be better for us to be once more a small outlandish 
people and yet be renowned for this spirit than to bestride the earth and lose our 
laughter in gloom, suspicion, and hate.
